a  new  service  in  its  monthly  Bibliography  of  Agriculture. 

Intensified  war  programs  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  ?nd  of  the  other 
vpr  agencies,  both  civil  and  military,  have  greatly  increased  the  need  for  up-to- 
the-minute  information  on  such  vpried  subjects  as  insecticides,  plastics,  substitut 
fibers  pnd  rubbers,  substitutes  for  cork  or  Kapok,  rptioning,  price  control ,  ?nd 
countless  other  agricultural  subjects.  Information  contPined  in  Current  publica- 
tions is  importpnt  in  the  prepprption  for  bpttle,  in  the  protection  of  the  health 
pnd  welfare  of  soldiers  in  foreign  lpnds,  pnd  for  winning  the  war  on  the  home  front 

The  Bibliogrpphy  will  attempt  to  organize  p11  the  informption  contained  in 
current  pgricultural  literpture,  regprdless  of  the  form  of  the  publication  or  the 
language  in  which  it  was  originally  produced.     The  size  of  this  undertaking  is 
indicpted  by  the  fpct  tiiat  the  first  issue  contains  over  4,000  books  pnd  prticles, 
pnd  the  totPl  number  of  prticles  listed  epch  yepr  will  probably  exceed  50,000. 
In  the  past,  pll  the  abstracting  pnd  indexing  journals  together  covered  only  p 
smpll  frpction  of  the  12,000  periodicpl  publicptions  received  currently  in  the  Li- 
brpry, pnd  they  frenuently  lpgged  from  six  months  to  severpl  yeprs  behind  the  d?te 
of  publicption  of  the  prticles  indexed.     The  Bibliography  of  Agriculture  is,  in- 
tended to  make  the  subject  matter  of  p11  of  these  -periodic?!  publicptions,  ps  well 
as  of  books  pnd  pamphlets,  available  withyi  p  month  of  the  time  they  pre  received. 

This  new  periodicpl  replaces  p  number  of  mimeographed  lists  which  were 
formerly  issued  to  cover  parts  of  the  field.     In  addition,   its  scope  is  bropd 
enough  to  include  human  nutrition,  the  pnimpl  industry,  pnd  pll  other  agricul- 
turp.l  subjects  not  previously  covered  by  current  lists  issued  by  the  Librpry.

Arthur  F.  Raper, '  the  author,  adds  up  all  the  little  problems  of  little  people 
in  Greene  county,  Georgia,  in  such  a  way  that  the  reader  arrives  at  this  answer 
All  these  little  problems,  of  this  and  count less  other  communities,  add  up  to 
the  big  problems  of  a  big  country.    The  story  is  of  the  South;  the  reading 
entertainment  and  the  lessons  are  for  the  whole  of  America. 


Paper  first  tells  the  story  in  effective  pictures  for  those  who  want  their 
story  short — as  he  puts  it.    Photographers  focused  on  the'  little  things — on 
wrinkled' hands,  worried  faces-,  gullied  lands,  run-down  houses;  on  meetings, 
churches,  schools,  and  on  hopeful  signs  of  recovery,  improved  practices,  re- 
stored houses  and  happy  folks.    Like  good  headlines,  the  pictures  coax  the 
reader  on  into  the  story o 

The  story  begins  with  the  land.    Then  come  the  Indians  and  'the  first  demands 
upon  the  land.    Swiftly  follow  the  white  men  and  their  struggles.    The  slaves' 
connection  with  the  land  is  woven  into  a  fabric  .still  worn  by.  that  part  of 
America.    Little  local  politics  broaden  into -the  impact  of  national  politics. 

Development  of  cotton  plantations  leads  to  control  by  the  wealthy  over  the 
poor.    The  thread  of  learning  leads  to  the  school  systems.    The  railroads  come, 
and  the  church  and  religious  worship*    Rudiments  of  rural  cooperation  appear 
as  the  slave  families  get  together  with  their  work.    Raper  tells  of  the 
erosion  of  fields  and  people.    The  effect  of  the  Civil  I'far  is  pictured. 

The  story  carries  through  relative  prosperity  and  into  depressions,  to  the 
point  where  the  Government,  with  a  new  kind  of  deal  in  mind,  steps  in  with 
humanitarian  plans  to  help  the  people  in  their  own  efforts  to  rebuild  their 
security  from  the  ground  up.
